We. £, Py Minnet, Government bne- 
terivlogist, sud he conducted *a post- 
mostem. on the 2nd January on the body 
of Capt, Willox. There were four ballet 
wounds, The first entered near the end 
of the right collar bone and came out ao 
the back of the neck. The second entered: 
on the left side, in front, wand came out 
at the batel, fracturing & bone, Tha 
third, the. wound of which had been 
atitched, entered on the left-side. Tho 
fourth entered on the inner'side of the 
elt leg. below the knee. " ar 
The Coronor here explained: to the 
jury that Capt. Willox was removed from 
the Tui Lee to a’ hospital in Fong Wu 
He was then alive she died in hospital,
